Stocks of Bourdon and 


Rye to Be Replenished 


This Year 


WASHINGTON.—(fl>)-Dr. James M. 
Doran, commissioner of industrial al- 
cohol, announced Saturday that the 
government was moving to replenish 
ts stock of bonded liquor through the 
manufacture of 2,780,100 gallons of 
jourbon and rye, 


Doran said that part of this total 


lad been made and that the remainder 
either was befng or would be distilled 
during the present year and part of 
1932. 
He said this was the first defi- 


nite setting of a total figure for the 
current anticipated medicinal liquor 
production. 


Last February, Do. Doran set a fig- 


ure of aprpoximately 2,000,000 gallons, 
estimating that with evaporation and 
soakage during the four years it would 
age, this amount would meet the an- 
nual average withdrawal of about 1,- 
650,000 gallons. 


He explained Saturday, 
however, 


that authorizations for the distilling 
of this liquor hereafter 
probably 


would be calculated for periods of 18 
months rather than a year as In the 
past. 


About 70 per pent of the current 


distilling will be of bourbon, he said, 
much of it being made in Kentucky, 
while the rst will be rye, the manu- 
facture of which has been largely as- 
signed to Pennsylvania. 


Although no definite figure for the 


amount of medicinial liquor now pos- 
sessed by the government was avail- 
able it was pointed out that in July, 
1929, the volume was aprpoximately 
9,500,000 gallons. At that time an or- 
der was given for the distilling of 
about 2,000,000 gallons on the basis 
that it would be five years before this 
liquor would be f^ady for use, and 
would be needed af that time to pre- 
vent a shortage in event annual with- 
drawals stayed at about 1,650,000 gal- 
lons. S

Traffic difflcnlttes are becoming

dents more frequent, according to 
the commission experts, who cite a 
National Safety Council record to 
compare our 12,000'homicides last 
year with 32,500 deaths on the pub- 
lic highways and approximately 
1,000,000 injuries in automobile ac- 
cidents. 
"That this number, will Increase 


In proportion to the number of 
vehicles in use on the highways 
and the number ot miles traveled 
can not be-doubted by any person 
•who has studied traffic statistics," 
it is declared. "From present Indi- 
cations there is reason to believe 
that there will be greater use of 
streets In the future with a con- 
stant Increase in the death curve."

It'is pointed out that the 
Hoover Conference on Traffic, ><?dm- 
posed of experts from every activity 
ouching the automotive and trans- 
portation fiild. "is still struggling 
along hoping to find an answer for 
some of the many difficulties pre- 
sented by Increased congestion on 
streets and highways, due to the 
increasing use of automobiles." 


Motor cars present still another 


jroblem to many police forces, for 
although larger cities usually sup- 
ply automobiles to their police in 
"countless numbers" of small forces 
of one to 10 men, in sheriffs' offices 
and many of the small state police 
units the policeman must supply 
his own. 


Forced to buy this and other

Huge Decrease in Oil 


TULSA, Okla,—(fP)—Governor Mur- 


ray's military enforced shutdown of 
Oklahoma's flush fields brought a de- 
crease of 157,460 barrels in the state's 
daily average crude' oil production 
this week, the Tulsa World estimates.

LITTLE HOCK-(yp)-N«'ure hM 
toned for the devastating drouth of 
asi year through' having produced 
uniformly excellent crops which on 
August 1 were given as 81.2 per cent 
of normal, or 10 points above the 10- 
year average and 46 points above last 
year, Charles S. Bouton, federal-state 
crop statistician, revealed in figures 
oday. 
Every commercial crop in the state 


on August 1 was In Better condition 
than for^the same date In 1930, and the 
estimated yields for several crops are 
greatly In excess of yields.for the 


at fouc or five years. 
Corn has the best outlook since 1920. 


The estimated yield this year is 44,- 
413,000 bushels, or 23 bushels an acre, 
compared with a final yield last year 
of 4.7 bushels an acre, or a total of 
8,404,000. 


Alfalfa, another feed crop, has an 


.ndlcated yield of 161,000 tons, compar- 
ed with 76,000 tons in 1930 and 91,000 
tons in 1929. There have been three 
cuttings already 
over most of the 


state. 


Peach production, the report said, 


will equal or exceed the earlier es- 
timate of 3,000 carloads, and may equal 
tho 1928 record of 4,006 cars.
